If  you  are  an  employer  of  teachers,  how  many  graduates  are  avail- 
able in  relation  to  the  number  of  vacancies?

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SOME  GENERALIZ;\TICNS  Bi^SED  UPON  ^^N  ;\f'/LYSIS 
OF  THE  VACimiES   REPORTED 


1.  More  vacancies  were  reported  to  the  Office  of  Teacher  Placement  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  during  the  period,  September  1,  1953  to 
August  31,  195U  than  in  any  other  similar  period  during  the  past  20 
years  (see  Chart  1,  page  h)»     As  a  matter  of  fact  more  vacancies  were 
reported  during  the  present  year  than  in  any  similar  period  in  the 

li2  years  during  which  teacher  placement  has  been  an  organized  activity 
at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

2.  The  Office  receives  vacancy  reports  for  all  grade  levels  (see  Chart  2, 
page  5  and  the  table  on  page  6).  The  number  of  calls  for  secondary  and 
elementary  teachers  received  was  about  the  same;    in  each  case,  the 
number  was  about  double  that  of  the  college  calls. 

3.  Among  the  vacancies  reported  were  126  for  which  only  Negro  candidates  were 
requested  to  apply:  32  elementary,  32  secondary,  and  62  college. 
Further  details  regarding  these  vacancies  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Office  of  Teacher  Placement.  Some  vacancies  specify  members  only  of 
certain  religious  groups.   The  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  do  not 
permit  specification  of  information  with  reference  to  religion  of 
registrants  nor  are  these  vacancies  filed  in  religious  categories. 

U.  Vacancies  were  reported  from  all  1;8  states,  and  many  foreign  coun- 
tries,  (see  the  table  on  page  7) 

5.  Almost  one-half  of  the  elementary  and  secondary  school  teaching 
vacancies  reported  to  this  Office  were  in  Illinois  (see  Chart  k, 
page  9). 

6.  The  four  most  frequently  requested  secondary  subject  areas  in  the 
vacancy  reports  were  i-nglish,  music,  special  education,  and  girls^ 
physical  education,  in  that  order  (see  Chart  3)   page  8  )• 

7.  About  UO  per  cent  of  all  of  the  elementary  school  vacancies  were  for 
teachers  of  the  primary  grades  (see  Chart  5,  page  10).  The  types  of 
vacancies  are  shox^m  in  the  tables  on  pages  6  and  11. 

8.  The  three  most  frequently  reported  types  of  vacancies  in  college  teach- 
ing positions  were  for  teachers  of  education  and  psychology,  science, 
and  for  critic  teachers  in  teacher  education  programs  (see  Chart  6, 
page  16).   The  niimber  of  vacancies  in  different  subject  areas  are  shown 
in  the  tables  on  page  6  and  Chart  6,  page  16,  and  the  locations  of  the 
vacancies  are  shown  in  Chart  7,  page  17. 

9.  A  considerable  number  of  vacancies  in  foreign  countries  were  report- 
ed (see  Chart  8,  page  22  and  the  tables  on  pages  7  and  23.) 
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10.  The  vacancies  in  educational  administration  i^-ere  nearly  equally  divided 
among  superintend encies,  high  school,  and  the  elementary  school  principal- 
ships  (see  the  table  on  page  2U). 

11.  Some  changes  from  the  previous  report  on  "Employment  OpportTjnities"  pre- 
sented txTO  years  ago  include  the  following:  the  total  number  of  vacan- 
cies reported  increased  from  slightly  under  seven  thousand  to  more  than 
nine  thousand;  proportionately  there  were  more  elementary  and  fex^^er 
seconds ly  vacancies  reported  while  college  openings  remained  about  the 
same;  among  the  combined  departmentalized-elementary  and  secondary  fields 
home  economics  ranked  sixth  this  year  in  place  of  third  in  the  previous 
report;  girls'  physical  education  vacancies  increased  so  the  relative 
position  is  fourth  instead  of  sixth;  relatively  fewer  of  the  elementary 
vacancies  in  19^3-5ii  were  for  teachers  in  the  primary  grades  although 
such  vacancies  made  up  about  hO   per  cent  of  the  openings  reported;  there 
was  a  proportionately  larger  increase  in  vacancies  in  the  upper  elem- 
tary  (non -departmentalized)  grades;  there  was  a  substantial  reduction 

in  college  vacancies  reported  in  education  and  psychology  while  sig- 
nificant increases  may  be  noted  in  the  demands  for  critic  teachers  and 
in  such  fields  as  English,  industrial  arts,  languages,  science  and  social 
studies. 

12.  A  comparison  between  the  number  of  students  enrolled  in  teacher  educftion 
programs,  as  shown  in  the  table  on  page  2$,   with  the  vacancies  reported 
on  page  6,  shows  dramatically  the  nature  of  the  teacher  shortage  as  it 
relates  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  Illinois;  for  example,  there 
are  3  mathematics  teachers  in  training  this  year  with  282  vacancies 
reported  in  195U*

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SALARIES  OF  lEACHEES  AND  ADMINISTRATORS  FOR  195^-55 


This  study  of  teachers '  and  administrators '  salaries  for  the  school  year 
195^-55  is  based  on  data  reported  to  the  Office  of  Teacher  Placanent,  University 
of  Illinois,  by  registrants  who  obtained  positions  new  to  them. 

The  study  has  several  limitations  that  should  be  noted  at  the  outset.  Of 
the  total  niomber  of  salary  and  position  reports  received  by  the  office,  approximately 
one -third  were  not  usable  for  the  purpose  of  the  study.  They  were  discarded  for 
several  reasons,  including  salary  not  reported  or  reported  on  weekly  or  monthly 
basis,  type  of  position  not  reported,  position  reported  outside  of  teaching  field, 
and  the  like.  What  sort  of  bias  is  introduced  by  this  factor  is  a  matter  of 
conjecture.   Another  limitation  lies  in  the  fact  that  although  beginning  teachers 
have  been  differentiated  from  experienced  ones,  the  number  of  years  of  experience 
15  not  indicated.  This  would  terKi  to  be  biasing  factor  if  in  a  specific  field  a 
cooipai*atively  larger  number  of  people  of  considerable  experience  were  placed. 

With  the  foregoing  limitations  in  mind,  the  data  in  the  following  table  show 
the  averaige  salaries  being  received  for  the  school  year  195^-55  hy  people  in  various 
positions.  The  fields  of  agriculture,  home  economics,  special  education,  physical 
education  and  music  are  presented  separately  because  these  fields  often  cut  across 
the  ji'egolar  elCTientary-high  school  division;  in  some  cases  salaries  in  these  fields 
are  gcanewhat  higher  than  in  regular  academic  areas .
